Annual spring-cleaning 
scheduled to Buff Up Boyne

BOYNE CITY. — The annual Buff 
Up Boyne community-wide spring 
clean up is scheduled for Saturday, 
May 3 from 9 a.m. to noon. The 
Boyne City Main Street Program or- 
ganized the event and is calling on all 
residents, civic organizations, and 
schools to assist in cleaning up the 
downtown area. 

Citizens are encouraged to bring 
shovels, rakes and brooms to sweep, 
pick up trash and rake debris from the 
city’s sidewalks, parks, alleys and 
waterfront. Volunteers will meet at 
Sunset Park in downtown Boyne City 
next to the Boyne Area Chamber of 
Commerce to sign in and receive in- 
structions on what areas need to be 
cleaned. Trash bags and safety vests 
will be provided. Coffee and dough- 
nuts are available in the morning and 
lunch will be provided at noon. 

Mark Kowalske, Chairperson for 


the Design Committee, said the pro- 
gram. started: in. the 1980’s with a 
committee coming down ‘to ‘Boyne 
called the Boyne City Support Group. 
The committee was made up of local 
business men that wanted to clean up 
the downtown area because of the 
limited number of staff at the time. 

' “We decided to do it every year and 
it ended up turning into the Down- 
town Development Authority and 
that was taken over by Main Street,” 
Kowalske said. “Hugh Conklin and I 
coordinate the effort. Hugh is the 
Main Street Director and he does ev- 
erything for Main Street. He has been 
real supportive.” 

While the prospect of cleaning isn’t 
exactly appealing, Kowalske likened 
the day to a family event with parents 
bringing their children downtown to 
assist in the effort. 

“It’s actually kind of fun, like a 
party. People bring gloves and 
brooms and we give them bags, they 
go up and down the streets picking up 
things,” Kowalske commented. “We 


send them to different parks in the 
community. A lot of times they have 
their own favorite parks that they like 
and they adopt it and go over to clean. 
The main thing is to have fun and it’s 
kind of the kickoff to making the 
downtown beautiful for the season.” 

With the Mushroom Festival com- 
ing up, Kowalske said this is the per- 
fect time to make downtown shine. 
On top of helping out, there will also 
be drawings and prizes that will be 
given out during lunch. 

“If anybody comes down and signs 
in their name, they will go into a 
drawing. We will have hot dogs and 
drinks and so forth along with the 
drawings and giveaways,” Kowalske 
said. “We will have some prizes too.”

with city action

BOYNE CITY — More 


' citizens are questioning the 


appointment to the city 
planning commission of a 
former city commissioner 


| who was voted out of office 


in November 2007. Then 
newcomer, Mike Cum- 
mings, garnered more than 
triple the number of votes 
in the city commission 
election with 297 votes. 
Douglas received 94 votes. 

But on a motion by Com- 
missioner Dan Adkison on 
March 28, Douglas was ap- 
pointed to the planning 
commission. Adkison, 
Mayor Eleanor Stackus and 
commissioner Ron Grunch 
voted to appoint Douglas. 
Cummings voted not to ap- 
point and had earlier sub- 
mitted a motion to table the 
matter to allow time for 


discussion, but that motion. . 


was defeated. Commis- 
sioner Chuck Vondra was 
on a business absence from 
the March 28 meeting. 

In bringing his’ motion, 


Cummings said Douglas . 


has good vision, but he 
thought it was too soon to 
appoint him when so many 
citizens voted him off the 
city commission. 

Area resident Vasco 
Zucchiatti told commis- 
sioners at an April 8 meet- 


ing that citizens were not 


given time to speak about 
the appointment. With 
eight members on the nine 
member board the appoint- 
ment did not need to be 


rushed through, he said. 

Adkison responded to 
questions about his motion 
to appoint Douglas to the 
planning commission de- 
Spite the November vote 
counts, 

“That was a vote for the 
city commission (in No- 
vember), but the planning 
commission is different,” 
Adkison said. “It’s a rec- 
ommending board, it 
doesn’t make decisions.” 

Adkison went on to say 


that Douglas has different | 
views and thatis goodfora 


diverse board. 

Besides Cummings, 
Commissioner Ron Grunch 
was in favor of tabling the 
appointment of Douglas. 

“T think we should have 
some discussion,” Grunch 
said. He voted with Cum: 
mings to postpone the ap- 
pointment, but Stackus and 
Adkison voted no. The re- 
sulting tie vote defeated the 
motion to postpone. Then 
when the commission voted 
on. Douglas,.Grunch voted 
with Stackus and Adkison. 

City manager Michael 
Cain said the planning 
commission had a vacancy 
for nearly a year and that no 
applications were received 
except the one from Jerry 
Douglas. 

_ But city resident Shirley 
Howie said on Saturday 
that she has had her name 
in-for-any-epen. board for 
some time and has not been 
contacted by the city.

Public hearing 
set on city budget

BOYNE CITY — The 
proposed city budget for 
fiscal year May 1, 2008- 
April 30, 2009 is ready for 
a public hearing before it is 
adopted by the city com- 
missioners. The hearing is 
set for 7 p.m., Tuesday, 
‘April 22, at City Hall. 

City manager Michael 
Cain and treasurer Cindy 
Grice reported on the new 
budget to commissioners at 
an April 8 meeting. 

The city may take out 
$249,061 from the general 
fund balance in the new 
budget year. 

But, Cain said that the 
city may end the current 
year with no deficit and 
may add to the fund bal- 
ance. He bases this on the 
auditor’s report that the 
fund balance increased for 
the fiscal year. ending on 
April 30, 2007 to nearly 
$1,456,000. In addition, the 
expenditures driving this 
year’s deficit are because 
of heavy infrastructure im- 
provements that can be cut 
back.

The proposed millage 
rates for the coming year 
will decrease from 16.608 
mills to 16.585 mills. The 
proposed General Operat- 
ing millage rate remains at 
its lowest rate since FYE 
2001, Cain said. 

The projected total reve- 


nues for FYE 2009 are 


$11,;989;289.. The largest 
source of revenue is prop- 
erty taxes, followed by the 
Downtown Development 
Authority, Water/Waste- 
water and Streets. 

The projected total ex- 
penditures for FYE 2009 


are $11,988,289. The larg- _ 


est expenditures come from 
the General Fund, followed 
by DDA, BN AE VERN 
water and Streets.

With $1.9 million in an investment fund as of March 31, the 
Charlevoix County Commission on Aging still wants taxpayers 
to give more.

“ Should the COA receive more of taxpayers’ money? If so, 
“should it be less than .40 of a mill? 
+, it is important for the sake of perspective to know that the 
“commissions on aging of Cheboygan, Grand Traverse, Antrim, 
‘Otsego and Emmet counties have either small savings funds, 
$50,000 or less, or no “rainy day” fund at all. 


The $1.9 million investment fund has been built up over the . 


last several years from the millage voters approved for seniors. 
Citizens gave the nod for the four-year millage in the years 2000 
‘and 2004, believing that money generated from the tax would be 
-ased for programs to help seniors. 
“ Tf it were not for Connie Saltonstall who was a county com- 
missioner at the time, it is probable that we wouldn’t know about 
the taxpayers’ money being placed in an investment fund. 
~” The situation is improving under the guidance of Saltonstall 
who is now on the COA board, and county commissioner Bob 
‘“Drebenstadt who is liaison to the COA.

With total disregard for the feel- 
ings of the electorate, the Commission appointed 
Jerry out of the frying pan and into the fire.

Given the poor 
economic times that would seem to be hard to ig- 
nore, I can’t see why city employees should con- 
tinuously be insulated from the economic pinch, 
while taxpayers struggle to keep up.

CMS Land’s plan to install a deep injection wall near Alba has understandably prompted _ 
many questions, primarily about safety. Let me assure you that protecting the environment 
and operating the well safely are top priorities of mine and our company. 


Many of today’s questions also were raised in the permit review process conducted by 

the U.S.Environmental Protection Agency and the Michigan Department of Environ- 

mental Quality. Those agencies conducted a thorough scientific and technical review _ 
that took more than a year. 


At the end of that process, the EPA and DEQ both concluded the proposed one can 
operate safely and won’t harm drinking water sources in the area or the Jordan River. 
Additionally, testing of the well as it is installed will be required to precisely evaluate 
field conditions. Approval to use the well will not be granted if safety concerns are 
identified. . 


The well will be more than 2,100 feet deep. Drinking water in the area typically comes 

from a relatively shallow aquifer from wells completed at depths of less than 300 feet a 
below the surface. The water below 900 feet has a high salinity and isn’t suitable for Ses oes 
drinking or irrigation. The geologic zone that CMS Land plans to use is proven for such mee 
uses and two impermeable layers of rock lie between that zone and the local aquifer. 


We relied on science to identify a safe location for the well. More than 100 oil and gas te TE 
wells — and three other disposal wells — already operate within two miles of the CMS wg “SSI 
Land well site demonstrating the suitability of the geology in the area for such 
operations. Antrim County is already home to nearly 50 active brine disposal wells. 
There also have been more than a dozen new injection well permits issued in. Antrim 
County since early 2006, when CMS Land started evaluating the site. 


As the leader of this project, I want to emphasize that safety is the top priority for me. 
personally and for our company. In coming weeks, we'll provide more information in | 
this newspaper about CMS Land’s commitment to ppetats this well safely.

Our daily hope during the 
month of February was that 
Coach Norton would recognize 
the white flakes blowing around 
outside and say, “Alright, we’re 
staying in.” If the temperature 
was below freezing we were 
supposed to practice indoors, but 
oddly enough, even the coldest 
days never dropped below 32 
degrees. According to Coach 
Norton, it was always a comfort- 
able 35. 

Later in March, the first track 
meets of the season ran the risk 
of slower times and empty 
bleachers, but they still ran. 

I learned three things from 


’ competing in the snow and sleet 
of northern Indiana. First, my | 


high school track coach stood in 
a natrow lane between genius 
and insanity. He never appeared 
to notice the weather, putting 
into practice one of his favorite 
lines, “control what you can 
control.” The man showed com- 
plete disregard for his own com- 
fort and we respected him for it.

Second, it is not dangerous to 
sprint, jump or vault in cold 
weather. Torn muscles occur 
from dehydration, poor diet, im- 
proper training and lack of a de- 
cent warm-up. Competitive

cope, crossing the finish line 
covered in sweat. . 

Third, misery loves company. 
It is miserable to run in freezing 
temperatures, trying to sprint on 
snow-covered tracks with lungs 
burning and noses running. 
Though it may produce huge 
amounts of profanity and com- 
plaining, a team is drawn closer 
as.:members suffer side-by-side. 
Like all mutual suffering, it 
creates camaraderie. 

Before one race, I refnember 
standing behind my blocks at the 
starting line of the high hurdles, 
waiting with seven other con- 
teriders for the call to take our 
marks. 

“How can they expect us to 
run when it’s this cold?” lane six 
asked. 

“We shouldn’t be out here, I 
can. see my breath,” lane three 


agreed. 


Leaning on the fence beside 
the track, my coach was smiling 
and rubbing his hands together. 
“Tredway!” he yelled. “It’s a 
beautiful day for a track meet!” 

“Your.coach is nuts, man,”
